State Department Favors 
Closer Economic Ties 
As Basis of Financial Aid

WASHINGTON, June 1 UP) — 


American officials are seriously con- 
sidering proposals to seek some 
kind of economic federation of 
Europe as part of the huge new 
financial aid program now being 
developed at the State department. 


How far such an undertaking may 


be practical is yet to be determined 
on the basis of studies now being 
made. But top policy makers are 
reported 
convinced that 
before 


Congress is asked to pour more 
billions of dollars into European 
relief 
and 
reconstruction, some 


means must be devised for bringing 
about the international as well as 
the national revival of European 
business. 


Another source of concern among 


officials here is the 
ability of 


European countries to repay any 
additional loans the United States 
might make. Most seem to believe 
that tlie financial burdens already 
assumed by those countries are 
about as great as they can bear,

now under way 


within the American Government 
embrace the possibility <bf grants 
as well as loans. 


Some officials liken the program

The 31 bodies were in mortuaries, 


state police said 35 were known 
dead. 


Officials said it was impossi- 


ble to estimate the final death 
toll and Mayor George Steed 
declared that there "is no tell- 
ing how many were injured." 
Estimates of the number of 
homeless ranged more than 500. 


Davis hospital — only hospital 


here—reported at 10:30 p. m. (Potts- 
town time) it had given emergency 
treatment to more than 300 per- 
sons. Others were being routed to 
the station hospital at nearby Pine 
Bluff arsenal. 


The twister raced along a curved 


path from east to west, narrowly 
missing the south edge of this city 
of 40,000 situated on the Arkansas 
river 43 miles southeast of Little 
Bock. 


Taxicabs and private automobiles 


were pressed into service to assist 
all available ambulances in bring- 
ing the dead and injured to Pine 
Bluff. 
Several small rural communities 


were in the path of the storm and 
some virtually were wiped out. 


Mayor Steed, one of the first to 


reach the storm area, expressed fear 
that it would take 24 hours to com- 
plete rescue operations.

. Taft, who heads the Senate Re- 
publican policy committee, told a 
reporter he is going along with Van- 
denberg in the effort to obtain ap- 
proval of the four treaties, possibly 
this week, because he believes "the 
balance is in favor" of the agree- 
ments. 


But the Ohio senator made it 


plain that he has given much 
thought to the contention of some 
opponents of the Italian treaty that 
its ratification—bringing about the 
subsequent withdrawal of Ameri- 
can troops from that country— 
might open the way for seizure of 
the Italian government by the 
Communists. 
"I don't know and I don't' think 


anyone now can- guess what happens 
if we withdraw our troops." Taft 
said. "Perhaps the Communists •will 
seize control of the Italian govern- 
ment. If they do. where does that 
leave us. with our program of aid- 
ing Greece and Turkey to prevent 
them from Tallin* into the hands 
of the Communists?

1 % Billions a Year Urged 
By Commission; Report 
Hits at Military 'Weakness' 


WASHINGTON. 'June 
1 


(AP) — A Presidential com- 
mission advised America to- 
night to start a $1,750,000,- 
000-a-year system of universal 
military training aiid spend more 
billions for defense or invite "ex- 
termination" in atomic warfare. 


The President's advisory com- 


mission on universal training, head- 
ed by Dr. Karl T. Compton, report- 
ed that "our military forces are a 
hollow shell." 


It said the Army has been 


"dismantled" and the ground 
forces have only 21-3 full com- 
bat divisions available for duty. 


"Weakness is an invitation to 


extermination," it declared. 


The nine civilians of the commis- 


sion said American involvement in 
war could come "at any time" 
through some aggression in a dis- 
tant part of the world. 


They also said America can ex- 


pect only from four to ten years of 
immunity from an atomic "sneak 
attack" on its own cities. 


After that, an attack could hit 


with "indescribable horror," the re- 
port holds, and in that case the 
country would need "trained men in 
every part of the country ready and 
able to meet disorder, sabotage, and 
even invasion." 


The commission rejected the argu- 


ment that atomic bombs and other 
new weapons have eliminated the 
need for mass military forces in 
wartime. On the contrary, it said 
that in a future war, more troops, 
not less, would be quickly required 
"for home defense, for 
effective 


counter-attack, and for complete 
victory." 


Therefore, the commissioners 


recommended unanimously—de- 
spite "a considerable disparity 
of viewpoint" among them be* 
fore they Jbegan their study- 
that Congress adopt "at once" a 
plan for compulsory training of 
all the nation's 18-year-old 
males, 
» 


Congressional leaders of both 


parties commented that there is no 
chance for action on universal 
training at this session. They noted 
it has no place on the schedule of 
the Republican leadership planning 


tfie^Preif-' 


dent's advisory group would place 
control of universal 'training under 
a special three-man commission of 
two civilians and one military rep- 
resentative, rather than the armed 
services themselves. 


All physically-fit young men 


would be required to undergo six 
months of basic training in camps 
or on ships when they reach the 
age of 18 or when they finish their 
secondary schooling, whichever is 
later. After that they would be re- 
quired to take further 
training 


equivalent to an additional six 
months. Special training was pro- 
posed for those physically disabled 
and for conscientious objectors. 


The commission declared that its 


plan is a matter of "urgent military 
necessity" because there is no other 
way of guaranteeing 
a speedy 


enough flow of trained manpower 
to win a large-scale war. 


It said the program would 


have other benefits but could 
not be justified on non-military 
grounds. President Truman, 
after ereating the commission 
six months ago, urged that the 
emphasis be on non-military 
benefits. He even changed the 
title of the commission to elimi- 
nate the word "military." In a 
statement Dec. 20, he said "the 
military phase in incidental to 
what I have in mind."

Standardizing Program 
In Western Hemisphere 
To Take Ten Years 


WASHINGTON, June 1 


ficial estimates put the 
president Truman's plan for stand- 
ardizing the military forces of Latin 
America and Canada with those of 
the United States at $10,000,000 an- 
nually for ten years. 


These estimates, made avail- 


able ta » reporter today, con- 
template an 
expenditure of 


about $4,500,000 yearly to train 
soldiers, sailors and airmen of 
the other Western hemisphere 
nations in United States schools. 
Other phases of the program 
would account for $5.500,000. 


The proposed legislation which 


the President sent to Congress the 
past Monday also would authorize 
this country to transfer arms, am- 
munition and implements of war to 
the 20 Latin American republics 
and Canada and to maintain, repair 
and rehabilitate their planes, tanks, 
guns and ships. 


The other nations would be re- 


quired to pay for any new materials 
they order under the program. But 
for most of the American outlay, 
the President would be authorized 
to accept in payment such intang- 
ible benefits as he sees fit. 


An official 
memorandum says 


that no credits need be granted to 
Latin American governments 
to 


purchase new arms for which cash 
payment would be required because 
"military requirements necessitate 
the shipment of equipment in small 
Quantities over a period of years." 


The War department calculates it 


has enough surplus military stocks, 
Including such items as planes, 
tanks and guns, to accomplish the 
standardization program during the 
next decade. 


It notes that the TJ. S. now is 


paying out more than $5.000,000 a 
year to store, maintain and repair 
the surplus equipment earmarked 
for the standardization 
program 


and that this expense would be vir- 
tually eliminated after these stocks 
have been distributed throughout 
the hemisphere. 


The War department says it 


bases its standardization planning 
on an estimate of each -Latin 
American country's "capability tb- 
receive and assimilate both equip- 
ment and training." It has sug- 
gested that the standardization of 
the armies, navies and air forces of 
the hemisphere be accomplished 
gradually.

Ford Company Foremen 
Vote to Extend Walkout; 
Labor Picture Darkens 


DETROIT. June 1 f/P) — Strike 


action by more than 20,000 Briggs 
Manufacturing 
company workers 


was given final union approval to- 
day as 3700 Ford Motor company 
foremen who walked off their jobs 
May 21 voted to stay out. 


A walkout at Briggs would close 


;he company's eight plants in De- 
troit and one at Evansville, Ind. 
Al1 but one of the Detroit plants 
produce automobible bodies 
for 


'hrysler corporation and Packard 
Motor companv and a shutdown 
would have an almost immediate 
effect on those two producers. 


Two Briggs locals of the CIO 


United Auto Workers voted almost 
unanimously here today to support 
a strike, subject to call by union 
officers. 
Similar action was taken 


by the Evansville local several days 
ago. 


TJAW-GIO officials said 
a 


walkout would not be ordered 
before Thursday, when a 30- 
day "cooling off" period expires. 
Negotiations on a contract dis- 
pute will be resumed Monday 
and a company spokesman ap- 
peared optimistic about heading 
off a strike. 


The union accused Briggs of 


refusing to bargain in good faith. 
The company denied the charge and 
said its offer of a 11 ^ cent hourly 
wage increase, six paid holidays 
and other concessions followed the 
pattern of settlements with other 
firms in the industry. 


Breaking off negotiations with 


Briggs Tuesday, union officials said 
the company attempted to eliminate 
time and^one-half pay, maintenance 
of membership and other contract 
provisions in effect at Briggs plants 
for years. They are seeking to re- 
tain these and also are demanding 
a 23% cent hourly raise. 


The Ford chapter of the Fore- 


man's Association of America called 
its membership meeting after Ford 
officials said they would not resume 
negotiations until the foremen go 
back to work. 


Coupled with the ultimatum was 


a promise that the foremen would 
become eligible for a ten percent 
company-wide Increase to salaried 
workers on their return. 


An FAA spokesman said all but 


six of 3600 foremen at the meeting 
voted to extend the 11-day walkout. 
The union is demanding exclusive 
bargaining rights for all Ford fore- 
men and other changes in a new 
contract, but wages are not an issue

Peace or Ruin 
A 


FOUR-POINT, $100-billion world peace 
proposal was offered to American busi- 


nessmen by the editors of Fortune magazine. 


In the jiext six months. US business has 


"an 
almost 
everlasting power of choice." 


Fortune "declared: between" on one band, 
peace with profit, and on the other, either 
the "Last World War" or loss of the world to 
Russia by default if the US suffers an 
economic collapse. 


Fortune's proposal, addressed "To the 


Boards of Directors of American Business," 
follows: to cut prices; to encourage loans 
abroad; to foster imports; to send engineering 
missions wherever American money goes—not 
to control foreign industry but to make it 
productive. 


Pointing out that three and one-half years 


ot war cost the US people S341 billion. For- 
tune contended that a $100 billion investment 
now could "lease" peace for 50 years—with 
"renewal option"—and moreover amortize it- 
self and begin returning profits in less than 
50 years.

As a beginning Fortune suggested a 15 to 


20 percent reduction in US internal prices. 
Admitting the reduction would be made at 
the expense of profits at first, Fortune main- 
tained: 


"As prices decline, purchasing power rises 


and, credit conditions being stable as at 
present they are. the volume of business rises 
with it. 
The balance is struck, not as a 


levy on profits, but in an area, of actual 
profit 
increase—if 
the businessman's re- 


sourcefulness is equal to its task. 


"We are talking about a long-range price 


policy that would engender a plenty which 
has never before been achieved even in the 
US; a plenty to be derived by constant money 
encouragement of research, coupled with a 
policy of business statesmanship whereby con- 
sumers' prices would be set on a slow down- 
ward gradient to last for a period of years."

Fortune's second proposal: "Concurrently 


with increasing plenty at home we must be- 
gin to export it as fast- as we can." Since 
impoverished foreign markets cannot pay for 
-US -goods without aid, "the next step in our 
$100-billion program i» a series of" massive 
US loan* or grants abroad., The amount of 
governmental money used would depend on 
the willingness of private capital in^the US 
to seize boldly on the greatest chance, the 
greatest 'venture' it has ever faced. 


"Manifestly, the US businessman will have 


to reject utterly the philosophy of that wing 
of the Republican party that would return 
to the days of high protective tariff philoso- 
phy, and instead do everything he can to 
foster US imports. 


Finally, Fortune proposed: "Where US 


money goes, there should go US engineering 
.and technical missions, to help in the most 
efficient spending of the sums loaned. All 
over the world, American dollars, American 
tools and machines, American engineers and 
supervisors have a colossal ta^k to perform 
•In unison—not to exploit, but to build'up and 
nurture, and not out of altruism but with an 
eye to the profits that come from markets 
made healthy."

"What are the alternatives to the 100- 


billion risk-and-venture proposal that we are 
setting forth?'' Fortune asked. "As we see 
It, there are only two. both final. 


"One is the Last World War—the one that 


will never get into the history books. The 
other is that Russia wins the world by de- 
fault. 
As we see it. we have no weapon 


against this outcome, except plenty — manu- 
factured and diffused from the US on a scale 
never before known. 


"If we do not take the road to plenty 


lor ourselves. t"ie best economic thought is 
that we will instead produce an economic 
crash. 
What would enchant Russia more 


than to see her only adversary suddenly pros- 
trate before the world? An economic collapse 
in the US 'Rould leave no room for class- 
room debate as to which 'system." which 'way 
of life" was better.

,o have this corrected." 


Drumheller told Judge Hess 


that William F. Rathman, of 
First ward, Reading, refusefl-to 
sign the report because Rath- 
man stated that he was not 
familiar with working condi- 
tions at the home. 


Other findings and recommend- 


ations of the grand jury: Berks 
County prison — conditions "very 
good, outside of some paint needed 
in the bakery and the kitchen." 
Recommended railing leading to 
supply cellar and mats for the 
shower room. 


Berks County sanatorium—". . . 


everything in very good condition, 
but what is needed . . . is a new 
chapel and nurses quarters." Also 
additional help.

PHILADELPHIA, June 1 (#)—A 


pilotles's Navy "drone" plane 
crashed before thousands of spec- 
tators at the final session of the 
Philadelphia World Air show today 
at Northeast airport during a dem- 
onstration of radio-controlled flight. 
No one was injured. 


Two civilian parachutists, how- 


ever, were injured slightly while 
participating in at ten-man jump 
from a transport at 10,000 feet. 


A Navy spokesman said the small, 


single engine drone launched from 
a catapult was headed into a spin 
by its ground controller at 1300 feet 
in an experiment aimed at showing 
how readily it could be restored to 
horizontal flight. It failed to pull 
out of the spin and dropped badly 
damaged to the infield between the 
airport runways, the spokesman 
said, adding it was to have been 
landed later with the aid of a 
parachute.

changes as well as an end to the 
war with the Communists. 


A special committee of the Peo- 


ple's Political council, assigned to 
study the possibility of renewing 
peace negotiations, voted to demand 
a general session of 'the council 
tomorrow for a second appeal to 
the Communists. The first broad- 
cast call for new negotiations went 
unanswered the past week, and no 
result is expected from the effort. 


While more than 10 members of 


the council have championed the 
peace move, it appeared to have 
been snowed under when the full 
council Saturday adopted resolu- 
tions urging stronger military ef- 
forts to suppress "the Communist 
rebellion." 


Some Nanking quarter* felt 


that the abortive peace gesture 
may have been intended mere- 
ly to convince the United States 
that the Chinese government 
was trying, since decision on a 
new American loan to China Is 
due this month. 


The military situation con- 


tinued to deteriorate, with the gov- 
ernment reported generally on the 
defensive except in local areas of 
Shensi and Shantung provinces.

to care for their wounded.

of former Premier Feienc NagysaSd 
today Communists were holding a 
threat of treason over his head to 
prevent him from talking about the 
week-end coup in which pro-Rus- 
sians gained control of the Hun- 
garian government. 


The Informants said that Nagy, 


announced as resigning by tele- 
phone Thursday from a vacation 
resort m Switzerland, would be 
tried in absentia if he broke a re- 
ported agreement not to discuss the 
matter with Western powers. 


All Budapest Sunday newspapers 


printed what they said were ex- 
cerpts from depositons, obtained by 
Russian forces, which implicated 
the former premier in a recent plot 
to overthrow the government. 


Nagy's friends expressed alarm 


over one statement, attributed to 
Guyla Salata, brother of Kalman 
Salata, Nagv's closest adviser who 
fled from Hungary when the Com- 
munists declared the existence of 
such a plot. 


"I shall declare in court that 


my brother told me all instruc- 
tions in the plot came from 
Ferenc 
Nagy," 
Guyla 
Salata 


was quoted as saying. 


That statement, Nagy's friends 


said, is the only evidence needed by 
the Hungarian people's court. 


Publication of Guyla's deposition 


was the first indication most Hun- 
garians had that he was in Russian 
hands.
